Staff.-'  Mr.C.E.Lockley  (Sanitary  Inspector)  resigned  in 
January,  1941  and  his  place  was  filled  by  Mr. W. I. Price 
(Sanitary  Inspector  and  A.R.P.  Training  Officer)  who 
commenced  his  duties  on  May  5th,  1941. 

Infectious  Diseases.  TH’ore"  were  no  epidemic  outbreaks  during 
1941.  The  number  of  cases  notified  was  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
17,  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  12;  Scarlet  Fever  15; 
Diphtheria  9;  Measles  and  Whooping-cough  341;  Pneumonia  13; 
Erysipelas  2;  Puerperal  Pyrexia  1;  Typhoid  3;  Enaphilitis 
Lethargica.  The  Isolation  Hospital  scheme  has  worked 
smoothly.
